Miss Smith was the 
daughter of 
Rev. Jarvis Smith, 
a 
M ethodist 
m inister. 
Smith used to be a m e m ­ 
ber of the M ethodist church, south, 
and 
preached in the Kansas City 
district, having been 
stationed at 
Blue 
Springs 
and other places in 
Ja ck son county. 
He 
and his sec­ 
ond 
wife, the 
stepm other 
of the 
d e a d girl, h id trouble and the f a m ­ 
ily quarrel resulted m Smith being 
forced to leave the church. 
After 
this he went insane and was sent to 
th e asylum, and his young daughter 
was thrown largely upon her own 
resources. 
She went to I nd e pe nd ­ 
e nc e and obtained 
em ploym ent at 
th e hom e of G . L. Com pton. 
It was here that she met Fred 
C om pton, the son of her employer, 
a nd it seems that she fell desperate’- 
iy in love with him. 


A bout last Christm as Miss Smith 
left Independence and went to Se- 
d alia, where her step-m other is liv­ 
ing. 
S h i and her step-m other did 
not agree, however, and she wrote 
to M innie Hill, a young friend of 
hers at Independence, saying that 
she would like to return. 
Miss Hil 
w rote her a short time ago that she 
h ad secured a situation for her, and 
Miss Smith returned to Independ 
ence. 
ahe did not secure the situa­ 
tion, however, and stayed at the 
L aclede hotel most of the time after 
h e r return. 


She and Conapton were much to* 
gether, and the people at the hotel 
a nd some of her friends discovered 
th e secret of her love for him. 
She 
talked of him a great deal, and she 
also 
talked 
m ost 
despondently 
a b ou t not being able to obtain e m ­ 
ploym ent, and frequently rem arked 
th a t everything in this world seemed 
against her. 
T his m orning a boy called at the 
hotel and brought 
her 
a picture 
w hich she had given to Com pton. 
T h e boy also delivered a message 
V from Comptoii, telling her that she 
could 
do what she pleased with 
som e small presents he had given 
her. 
/ 
All day she seemed very troubled 
a nd spent some of the tilnein tears. 
L ast evening at 8 o’clock Miss 
Sm ith went to the Maple Avenue 


church and walking up to George 
C om pton, a brother of the man she 
loved, she said; 
H ere, George, this will show 
yo u what I have done better than I 
can tell you.” 
She slipped a 
bottle half filled 
with morphine out of her glove and 
handed it ,to him. 
■‘Whv, Genie, you haven’t taken 
poison!” (Joinptoii excl¡i¡nn;(i. 
Yes, 
she answereil, ‘-I’ve taken 
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W ithout loss of time C om pton 
placed her in a carriage and drove 
to the 
residence 
of 
Dr. 
G. 
T. 
Twyman. 
Miss Smith by this Time 
was almost under the influence of 
the drug. 
She was e a rne d into the 
parlor and laid upon a sofa. Partly 
raising herself, she exclaimed: 
“ O, Lord, forgive him, 
for he 
knows not what he Las d one .” 
These were the last words - she 
said, for she 
at 
once 
lost 
c on­ 
sciousness and died in a short time, 
despite every eftort to save her. 
C om pton says he never for a m o­ 
ment supposed the girl was in love 
with him; he was simply her friend, 
and did not .suppose her feeling for 
him was anything other than simple 
friendship. 
H e denies that 
there 
had been any quarrel or m isunder­ 
standing of any kind between them, 
and explains the returning of the 
picture by saying that she had told 
him she was going to Kansas City 
to work and would like tm ia v e her 
picture before she left, so he sent it 
to her. 


T he dead giri was exceptionally 
bright, and all those who knew her 
speak in words of the highest praise 
of her. 


T he body was sent to the u nd e r­ 
taking establishm ent of Bower & 
H ubanks to wait until her relatives 
could be heard from. 
H e r father did not remain in the ! h 
asylum long, but was discharged as 
cured. 
H e then joined the N orth 
ern M ethodist church and has of 
late been a circuit preacher. 
H e is 
now at some place in the country 
near Marshall, Mo.

The precious egg is that of the 
moa, or dinornis, an immense bird, 
which formerly flourished in New 
Zealand, but 
which 
has become 
extinct in the last 100 years.

was of immense size, being from 
ten to fourteen feet in height, and 
a century ago was plentiful enough. 
But it gave way under the spread 
of civilization in the antipodes and 
early in the century not a specimen 
remained alive. 
The people of that 
day did not foresee that the eggs 
would ever be prized by collectors 
and nut one was saved. 
The egg was found by a workman 
in New Zealand while excavating a 
foundation 
for a house. 
With it 
was the skcicton 
of a Maori chief 
and, doubtless, la accordance with 
aocicnt aboriginal custom, the egg, 
then fresh, was buried with him to 
sustain him on his long journey to 
the spirit land.
